The  3  c lyukal  members  described  the  position  of  the 
Japanese  residents  In  Kanohurl  a  as  very  distressing.  Their 
lives  and  property  are  In  such  Jeopardy  that  the  authorities 
who  are  responsible  for  tneir  security  are  compelled  to 
k^c a  vl  11 ancc  day  and  night  with  loaded  revolvers.  The 
common  desire  of  the  Japanese  residents  13  that  something 
should  quickly  be  done  by  the  Government  to  improve  the 
situ ‘t ion.  The  Qr,n3c  of  superiority  or  the.  'ttitude  of 
domineering  over  Chinese,  which  they  possessed  in  abundance, 
is  now  entirely  gone.  They  re  c -meetly  and  sincerely 
desirous  of  better  protection. 


The  Ge lyukal  members  further  said  that  although  E  ron 
Shiloh ar  .,  the  Foreign  Minister,  announced  some  time  ago 
th  t  complete  tranquility  had  been  restored  and  all  menace 
to  Japanese  or  Korean  life  had  been  removed  In  Chientao, 
this  was  not  a  true  representation  of  the  .actual  situation. 
Th'-ir  inspection  tour  has  convinced  them  more  strongly 
than  ever  of  the  necessity  of  the  whole  nation  manifesting 
*  real  1  at  rest  in  the  study  of  the  Manchurian  rand  Mongolian 
problem . 
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
